Text of the Police Bill. 


The bill in. full re.ids:

•by law exorcised by and imposed oa them 
are hereby granted to and concentrated 
npon and rested in a single police com- 
missioner, Tvho shall be appointed by the 
mayor of said city within ten days after 
the passage of this act from among the 
citizens of the United States and resi- 
dents of the city of Xe-w York. 


"The salary of said commisbioner shall 


be S7..~>00 a year. 


"See. 2. The said commissioner shall,

''During his terra of office the said com- 


missioner may whenever in the judgment 
of the mayor of said city or the governor 
the public interests shall so require be re- 
moved from office by either.

A republic, therefore, is almost cer- 
tain that all the people will obey the laws 
which the majority of the voters have de- 
termined on, and that they will obey tho 
magistrates or ollicera whom the majority 
of the people have chosen. .

have tho wisest decision, but you do hnvo, 
and everybody knows you have, the safest 
decision. It is snfe, that is, from tho

A public building covering a block of 


ground nnd without a dark corner is some- 
thing novel in architecture. 
Yet that is 


what tbe new library is. Such a result 13 
made possible by 1,800 windows and by an 
arrangement of courts within iha exterior 
rim of halls. The reading room is in the 
very center. But a flood of light pours in 
on the cloudiest day. It is under the gold- 
en dome. It is an eight sided room, with 
the elevated desk of tho librarian in the 
center and all of the apparatus for com- 
municating with assistants around and 
beneath. The desks for readers are in cir- 
cles facing the librarian. 
The distance 


across this octagonal room is 100 feet, 
Rotunda is a better description than room, 
for the ceiling is the vaulted interior uf 
tho dome. The walls of this rotunda f^r 
40 feet from the floor are of amber tinted 
marble, rich enough in polish and color to 
bo mistaken at first glivnce for onyx. 


Opening into the rotunda oil the eight 


Fides are alcoves, vsiiero encyclopedias, 
books of reference, dictionaries and works 
for which there is almost continuous use 
will be kept. These alcoves ate on the 
level of the floor. Readers will be allowed 
to go into them and consult such books as 
they may need. Sitting on his high perch 
in tho center of tho rotunda, the librarian 
or his immediate representative occupies a 
position much like the lookout's in a mod- 
ern penitentiary. Ho not only has every 
occupant of tho reading room under his 
eyes, hut he cau seo into every one of the 
alcoves which arc open to tbe public. 
These reference alcoves will be tho only 
parts of the library containing books to 
which readers will have direct access. The 
book racks are completely isolated.—St. 
Louis Globe-Deiaocart.

The 
cavalry horse rilust bo a gelding of hardy 
color, 4 to S years old, IS};, hands high, 
and weigh about 1,000 pounds. He inusl 
bo gentle under the saddle, free and 
prompt at tho walk, trot and gallop; broad 
forehead; eyes large and prominent, and 
possess perfect vision. He is thoroughly 
examined for splints, side hones, ring- 
bones, curbs, spavins aood any trouble, lo- 
cal or constitutional, which way tend to 
shorten his usefulness or render the ani- 
mal unserviceable. Tho nostrils should be 
large and occupy nearly the whole facial 
structure. Tho mouth should be small, 
with thin, firm lips. The eyes should be 
large and mild, with fine eyelids. The 
cnrs should be delicate and pointed. 
The 


feet should be of medium size, duo regard 
being given to the size and shape of the 
horse, and there should be no visible dif- 
ference in the feet as to size and form. 
The tail is more ornamental in well bred 
than underbred horses. A flno silk mane 
characterizes well bred horses. 


The cavalry horse must be without blem- 


ish or defect, sound in every particular. 
Literally spea,king, in is more difficult for 
a horse to got into the cavalry service than 
ic is for a recruit to enter the army on his

Too Much "Waftine." 


Ezra Stiles, president of Yale college, 


177S-95, was one of tho most learned men 
of his day. Ho was always a student. He 
took up Hebrew after he was 40. He knew 


•reek and Latin thoroughly and wel- 


comed Dr. Franklin to New Haven in an 
offhand Latin oration. Among his lin- 
guistic studies were tho Chaldee, Syriac, 
Samaritan, Arabic, Coptic and Persian 
anguages. 
He corresponded with Indian Parsees, 


was something of an electrician, some 
thing of a mathematician, something of a 
chemist, something of n, theologian, and 
loved to indulge in political speculations 
which, strangely for a J<ew England par- 
son of that generation, were full of breezy 
democratic optimism. He mapped out an 
ideal commonwealth, which he confident 
ly expected to appear on American ground, 
of which Chancellor Kent said, in a Phi 
Beta Kappa address, that "it was far su 
perior to the schemes sketched by Milton 
or Locke or Hume.'' 


President Stiles was not a large man, 


nor had he an imposing presence. But he 
loved to wear a big wig much becnrled 
and was loud of ceremony. Though a 
prolific writer, he published little, but left 
forty odd bound volumes of manuscripts, 
which are preserved at Yale. 


A fragment, quoted by Donald G. Mitch- 


ell in his "American Laud and Letters," 
shows that even in those days "spread 
eagloisin" flourished. Eulogizing George 
Washington in aai election sermon, he says: 


''Thy fame is of sweeter pcrtmuo than 


Arabian spices in tho garden of Persia. A 
Bacron do Steubon shall waft its fragrance 
to the-momirch of Prussia. A Marquis de 
Lafayette shall waft it, to a far greater 
monarch and diffuse thy renown through- 
out Europe. Listening angels shall catch 
tho odor, waft Tt to heaven nnd porfuinc 
tho universe." 


"Rather tall writing for a Yale presi 


dent in our day," is Mr. Mitchell's com 
ment, "unless indeed ho wore writing on 
tho eve of a football revival."—Youth's 
Companion.

Napoleon III labored under the disad- 


vantage of reigning beneath the shadow 
of a great personality which, consciously

bite. But however clever he may be, the £^c 
man who, anxious to appear or even to be 
great, forces fate and creates impossible 
situations tnat he may act a leading part 
before tho world is only a schemer. This 
is the key to the character of Napoleon III 
and to bis failures. He looked far away 
and dreamed of universal 'achievements, 
when at nome, at his very door,' were the 
threatening issues he should have master- 
ed. The story is told ~&l him that one 
evening, at the Tuileries, when the im- 
perial party were playing games, chance 
brought to the emperor the question, 
"What is your favorite occupation?" to 
which he answered, "To seek the solution 
of unsolvable problems." It is also re- 
lated that in his younger days a favorite 
axiom of his was, "Follow the ideas of 
your time, they carry you along; struggle 
against them, they overcome you; precede 
them, theyjsupport .you,". True enough, 
but-only on condition that you will not 
mistake the shrill chorus of a few inter- 
ested courtiers and speculators for the 
voice of yonr time, nor imagine_that you 
precede your generation because you stand 
alone. He dreamed of faraway glory and 
his flatterers told him his dreams were 
prophetic,

The Date of Hamilton'* Duel and Death 


Entered 'Erroneously. 


It is a curious fact that the only official 


record of the death of Alexander Hamilton 
on file in the bureau of vital statistics is 
erroneous and gives the date of his death 
as July 11 and the date of his duel with 
Aaron Burr as July 9. All histories gi 
the date of the duel as July 11 and the 
date of Hamilton's death as July 12. The 
latter date is inscribed on Hamilton's 
monument in Trinity churchyard and on 
tho church, record. 


The record perpetuating this blunder is 


in an old volume now in the custody of 
the registrar of vital statistics in the board 
of health. This volume is one that WE.S 
handed down from the old city inspector's 
office, and until recently was supposed to 
be trustworthy, although not consecutive 
entries, for the years of 1800 and 1802 fol- 
low the record of Hamilton's death ia 
1804. All the entries except that of Ham- 
ilton appear to have been written by the 
same hand. 
His is written with much 


greater care and heads the list of H's. 
it 


is "Alexander Hamilton, born in Santa 
Crus, W. I., died July 11; disease, casual- 
ty; buried 
Trinity 
church cemetery, 


Thomas Collister, sexton." Under the 
bend of "remarks" in the margin is writ- 
ten • " Fell in a duel with Col. Aaron Burr, 
near Weehawk, .N. Jersey, on the morning 
of the 9th of July. Interred at the expense 
of the city of New iTork."—New York 
Commercial.

tetter* Sent Up Stairs ID Flat*. 


An ingenious letter lift is to be found 


in some of the larger buildings in Geneva. 
The lift has a compartment for each of the 
stories. 
The deposit of a single letter 


makes an electric contact, which does not 
cease ringing until the letter is taken out. 
At the same time it opens tho faucet of a 
tank on the roof of the house, which 
causes water to flow into tho cylinder 
forming the counterweight of the lettei 
carrier until the weight is heavier than 
the bos, when the bos ascends and the 
flow of water ceases simultaneously. 
As 


the box passes each story the correspond- 
ence intended tor it—letters, papers and 
small packages—falls into boxes on the 
corridor of that floor. Tho ejection is per- 
formed by a small spring at the bottom of 
each compartment in the elevator, which 
causes the bottom of the couipnrtmcnt to 
catch for a moment, and tho release 
throws out even a single piece of paper 
thinner than a post card into the station- 
ary box provided for its reception. 
When 


the bos has passed the uppermost floor, the 
cylinder filled with water strikes a bolt 
provided at the bottom, which allows tho 
water to flow out aud by its own weight 
the box descends to its place on the ground 
floor. Should by any mischance a single 
piece of paper have rpmained'in thejcleva- 
tor upon striking the bottom it will at 
once go through the same scries of mote- 
ments as before.—Invention. 


Will Drop. 


Joshua Rhodes, chairman of the board 


of directors of the National company, 
said. "Prices will drop us soon as the 
new Carnegie plant is put into opera- 
tion." Other officers hinted that with nil 


ajje-i thf-y posses in the way 


of mor.cy, supply of raw material, etc., 
there is nothing to present thorn or.jjasinK 
in the rail «nd stc-el structural business in 
opposition to Mr. Carnegie. 


^Mr. Morgan's control of the railroads 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific favors 
them in the matter of rates arid supply 
of cars. 


Details such as the number of men to 


be employed when the ?1'J,000,000 tube 
plant at Conneaut is to be ready for oper- 
ations c-auuot be obtained now. In all 
probability the works will be about us 
large as the National plant at McKees- 
port and will employ 5,000 or 0,000 men. 


One important development yesterday 


was the news that all mills to be erected 
in the future by the Carnegie company 
will be built at Conaeaut. This will be a 
severe blow to Pittsburg. 


Goinjc Into Sheet Steel. 


It is stated the Carnegie company will 


soon announce its intention of engaging 
in theWeet steel trade also. Along with 
the original pl:m to erect the mammoth 
tube works at Duquesne on the Monon- 
gahela river it was proposed to build 
there the largest sheet mills iu the world, 
a plant of about 30 miles, to cost about 
$2,000,000. 


Wire, tin plate and coal are other lines 


in. which Mr. Carnegie will also engage. 
When he announces such intention, he 
will have the trusts now controlling these 
trades after him, and the fight for trade 
will be bitter, 


Carnegie's announcement about the 


tube mills was * surprise to the officials 
of the National Tube company. Recent- 
ly they gave up a well defined plan to 
erect an open hearth steel plant in < on- 
noction with their Riverside works at 
AVheeling which was to cost about 52,- 
000,000 and make the company independ- 
ent of the market lor its supply of M:cel. 
It is said that this project was abandon- 
ed through an understanding with the 
Carnesie and other concerns on which 
the tube trust draws for a large part of 
its supply of steel. 


Carnegie's Overproduction. 


The Carnegie company is now turning 


out such immense quantities of raw hteel 
that it will have to engage in other Hues 
to work up this material, it being impos- 
sible to sell it all. This and the refusal 
of the railroads to reduce rates caused 
the decision to build at Conneaut. The 
railroad combination is now charging 18 
cents per 100 pounds for iron and steel 
articles from Pittsburs? to New York and 
to Chicago. It has haggled over a pro- 
posal to reJnce this to 10 cents or even 
15 cents per 100 popnd?. 


The Carnegie company can ship si eel 


from Conueaut harbor to New York for 
5 cents per 100 pound.-;, and steel has ac- 
tually been ?ent to Dulnth for DO cents a 
toil, a trip of 900 miles. 


It is also asserted that coal can be cenL 


aud has been sent on grain vessels from 
Buffalo to Chicago for 1 cent per 100 
pounds and that" steel can be sent from 
Buffalo to New York by way of the Erie 
canal for 50 cents per ton. These figure1; 
are considered so startling by iron and 
steel men that they feel that in many 
ways the proposed Carnegie lake plant 
will be able to swetjp away every oppos- 
ing obstacle.

Sorting Sawed Lumber. 


"Tho Story of a Pine Board" is one of 


the articles in St. Nicholas. Mr. \V. S. 
Harwood, who writes it, tells of the 
growth of the tree, the felling of it by 
lumbermen, its passage to thu mill and 
the cutting into boards. Then he says: 


A system of rollers carries tho sawed 


lumber and the slabs from the saws to the 
distant end of the mill, where tho boards 
are trimmed anil sorted. The rollers are 
revolving cyclinders of steel, raised just 
enough from the tables in which they are 
sot to keep the lumber in motion. Stand- 
ing at the end of the roller carriage, a 
blue bloused workman with his sharp 
picaroon directs the board in nny direction 
he wishes, the rough slabs being sont 
along one set of subordinate rollers to be 
shaved up into shingles cr ripped into 
kindling for city consumption, \\ hilc thu 
boards pass up a broad, inclined table, 
where whizzing littlo saws trim thorn and 
saw them into the requisite lengths. In a 
high cage near tho top of tho room a work- 
man operates a scries of levers like those 
in use in a railway switchyard, directing 
the pieces of lumber as they pass up tho 
incline. 
Tho lumber then tumbles down 


tho other side of tho incline and is ready 
for piling.

for dem. Den I gen'ally don't cook no 
more till I come out de field at sundown. 
When I git chance, 1 does make cake an 
sweetened bread if eggs is plenty." 


"But you sell your eggs?" 
"Yes. 
Dey mostly goes for sewin 


thread, sometimes for a littlo sugar an 
coffee or maybe kerosene. I always keeps 
a bottle of kerosene handy, 'cause it BO 
good to drink for misery in de head or to 
rub with when your j'ints is painful. 


"1 does make sharp money out of my 


butter, too, when de cow ain't gone dry," 
she adds. 


The average uegro farmer who plants 


his little one horse or two horse acreage 
that he rents barely makes enough income 
to keep body and soul together. In the 
flush harvest season be earns the equiva 
lent of 40 cents a day. 
His wife, accord- 


ing to her interpretation, has to "turn 
swift" in order to make things hoid out. 
She buys as little as possible and makes 
use of such resources as are at hand. Even 
food for the cow' has to be considered, as 
is evidenced by the "going dry." 


"If we could make out to gi* Sook a 


mash of cooked peas night an jnornin, 
she would keep up her milk all de year," 
says Sook's mistress, "but wo can't do 
dat nor rent no good pastur' iau' ncider, 
an in de winter de grass what's growin 
in spare Ian' ain't much. You see we got 
de mule to feed too." 
Thus she tells of 


her simple needs- The negro housewife's 
broom is made of broom straw; gathered 
from the fields and bound securely with 
strips of homespun. The scrubbing brush, 
that plays an important part in tho vveok- 
ly cleaning up, is made of shucks from 
the corn house 
pegged into a piece of 


board with a long handle to it. By cut- 
ting off the necks of the gourds that gro%v 
each year under the eaves large bowls are 
made, to hold anything that needs bo kept 
over in the wooden cupboard. For cook- 
ing conveniences there are only the crano 
in tho open chimney place and the heavy 
liddud oven, skillet and big mouthed pots, 
which are lifted about, no matter how hot 
or how full they may be, by a bout pokei 
or stout, knotted stick. 


The mistress of the cabin hoes her hau 


ftc^o task each day. She helps with every 
department of the field work, from get- 
ting the ground ready for tho seed in early 
spring to the harvesting in autumn. 
Many o£. these women plow as well and 
have little side crops of rice or cotton. 
Nearly all have youcg children. 


A good many negroea are shiftless and 


irresponsible; eomo are dirty, but a ma- 
jority of the wives and mothers ou the 
plantations are ambitious and make a 
brave effort to pud the best foot fore- 
most and keep things shipshape. 
They 


rival each other at raising turkeys and 
chickens, and will walk miles hunting up 
some secretive guinea hen's nest or search- 
ing for a missing duckling that has stray 
ed off from the brood. Tho sewing thai 
they do is crude. Some of the quilts thai 
they are so proud of look grotesque 
enough because of inaccuracy in tho cut- 
ting and carrying out of tho pattern, bin 
they are a monument to tho patience anc 
industry of the makers, when one thinks 
how rou^b and coarse from hard labor 
are the hands that wield tho clumsy scis 
sors, big needle and coarso ball threni) 
with which they aro made. Tho garments 
they rnako nre cut out ou tho originu 
scale, with little regard to fit, but tho 
stitches hold ftrmly, and the fprms, 
and small, that wear the clothes aro so 
well knit and lusty that the garment* 
soon fall into shape. 
The patching don 


by these women may bo classed as an art 
Every possible economy is practiced ii 
theso homes 
One set of smoothing iron 


often docs the ironing for a whole neigh 
borhood, and tho starch that stiffens the 
go to meeting petticoats and tho husband' 
shirt is made out of rice water boiled down 
to the requisite thickness. Every skim 
mlng of grease or bit of bone is saved fo 
soap, and even tho lye needed for the soa; 
Is extracted from wood ashes. 


On a Saturday afternoon, when one o 


these cabin homes ig fresh scrubbed fo 
the next day, tho wooden shelves and ta 
bios white ns elbow grease can mak 
them, even ttio brass hoops on tho wate 
bucket scoured into newness, and th 
pickaninnies spanking clean, It is a pic 
luru of homely simplicity, a glimpse o 
which would go fur toward dispelling th 
Idea that because a negro Is poor ho mus 
bo dirty

The story of the two monuments dates 


to the days of the underground railroad, 
when escaped slaves were pursued by their 
southern masters. In 1851 George Wash- 
ington ronde his escape from a Virginia 
plantation and after months of adventure 
reached the spot where the monuments 
stand. Choosing to live in freedom here 
in the mountain fastnesses, he built for 
himself a rude hut aud lived the life of a 
hermit for » period of 12 years. Gray and 
bent with years, he -finally passed away to 
his reward, alone, as he bad lived. After 
many days the body was found in a kneel- 
ing position under a giant pine overlook- 
ing the valley. 


The elements of deeper tragedy enter 


into the story of the unknown. Four 
years after \Vashington had taken up his 
abode on the mountain the unknown, also 
a fugitive elavo, reached the spot in safety 
'and found shelter in the hermit's hut For 
two years they lived together in peace and 
safety, but one day word reached the un- 
tnown that the agents of his former mas- 
ter were on his track and were but a few 
miles distant. Choosing death rather than 
a return to slavery or the betrayal of his 
friend's hiding place, the unknown stole 
away amid the rocks and there died by his 
own hand. 


A few years ago the remains of tho two 


slaves wero buried side by side, close by 
their cabin, and a funeral service was 
held In the presence of a large number of 
people. The monuments were erected by 
tho colored people of the state shortly aft 
erward. — New York Sun. 


COLUMBUS A PIRATE.

It is not necessary for us to enter very 


deeply into the consideration of the policy 
)f Columbus toward the people of the is 
ands of the West Indies. His second voy- j 
age was nothing more than an expedition 
'or the sake of plunder. He .had discov- 
ered gold and other riches in the 'West In- 
dies, arid he hod found that the people 
who inhabited the islands were • simple 
hearted, inoffensive creatures who did 
not know how to fight and who did nob 
want to fight. Therefore, as it was so 
easy to sail his ships into the harbors of 
the defenseless islands, to subjugate the 
natives and to take away the products of 
;boir mines and soil, he commenced a ver- 
tublo course of piracy. 


Tho acquisition of gold and all sorts of 


jlundcr seemed to bo the Bolo Object of 
;his Spanish expedition, and natives wero 
enslaved and subjected to the greatest 
aardships, so that they died in great nuin- 
jcrs. At one time 300 of them were sent as 
slaves to Spain. A pack of bloodhounds, 
which Columbus had brought with him 
for the purpose, was used to hunt down 
the poor Indians when they endeavored to 
escape from thu hands of the oppressors, 
and in escry way tho island of Hayti, the 
principal scene of the actions of Cohim- 
bus, was treated ae if its inhabitants had 
committed a dreadful crime by being in 
possession of tho wealth which the Span- 
lards desired for themselves. 


Queen Isabella was greatly opposed to 


thesu cruel and unjust proceedings. Shu 
sent back to their native land the slaves 
which Columbus had shipped to Spain, 
and she gave positive orders that no more 
of the inhabitants were'to be enslaved and 
that they were all to be treated with mod- 
eration and kindness. But the Atlantic 
is n wide ocean, and Columbus, fur away 
from his roynl patron, paid little attention 
to her wishes and commands, and with- 
out going further into tho history of this 
period, wo will simply mention the fact 
that it was on account of his alleged atroc- 
ities that Columbus was superseded in his 
command and sent back in chains to Spain.
